VI. Claims 18-26, drawn to a device comprising cooling means, 
classified in class 361, subclass 703.

The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate 
utility such as disposing a plurality of substrates vertically. See 
MPEP § 806.05 (d) . 

Invention II is related to the other inventions as 
subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination. 
The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate 
utility such as proving a transformer housing with a top cover 
comprising an opening through which wire passes. See MPEP § 
806 . 05 (d) . 

Invention III is related to the other inventions as 
subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination. 
The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate 
utility such as blocking entry of electrical interference to an 
interior of said acoustic device.

The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable. In the instant case, invention VI has separate 
utility as a heat sink not attached to a case with a plurality of 
substrates disposed therein. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Invention' VII is related to the other inventions as 
subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination. 
The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable. In the instant case, invention VII has separate 
utility such as damping the vibrations of an electronic part with an 
elastic member of an appropriate elasticity.
